ACTION: Withdrawal of direct final rule. 

SUMMARY:   Due to an adverse comment, EPA is withdrawing the direct final rule, published 

on March 22, 2012, that approved revisions to the Puerto Rico Regulations for the Control of 

Atmospheric Pollution.  Those revisions were submitted to EPA by the Puerto Rico 

Environmental Quality Board on July 13, 2011, and consist of amendments to Rules 102, 111, 

115, 116 and Appendix A.  Generally the revisions to the regulations involve administrative 

changes which improve the clarity of the rules contained in the Commonwealth’s 

Implementation Plan and Operating Permits Program.   

DATES:  The direct final rule is withdrawn as of [Insert date of publication in the federal 

register].
